. don newspaper by an English physi- 
cian, Dr. H. H. Riddle, and it is un- 
questionably supported 
by a vast 


; amount of careful statistics and an 


imposing array of scientific 
authori- 


ties, says the New York Sun. 
. ' 


There is no foundation for the cur- 


rant opinion that tho .heart and the 
lungs bear most of, tho stress of hot 
weather.'' The assumption seems to 
be based on a supposed analogy be- 
. tween a human being and a dog, which 
: latter notoriously pants 
when over- 


heated. There la no such analogy, for 
the reason that human beings , rely 
chiefly on their perspiratory system 
"deregulate tho-control of the temper- 
ature of the body, while the dog, not 
having perspiratory glands compara- 
ble to'ours, has to make greater use 
.of his lungs in preventing his body 
temperature from being too much iu- 
auenced by outside conditions. 
The 


r.ruth is, as experiments in India .have 
::ihown, that the ordinary European's 
>breath rate Is not Increased but ac- 
tually reduced about one-afth during 
liis first attempts to accommodate 
himself to the heat of that country. 
The--same--experiments have shown 
that the heart's action also is not 
augmented, even in tropical tampera-' 
mres. 'The liver-and spleen are the' 
fiie'f sutferors, but even the conges- 
i Ion which may be caused in these or- 
iians by high temperatures may- be 
left out of account by those persons 
•svho are careful about-what they oat 
i'nd drink. 


'By those who argue- against 
the 


liealthfulness of the heat waves much 
Weight la laid upon tho loss ot appe- 
tite and: the impairment of digestion. 
These phenomena, 'according to Dr. 
lUddle. are blessings In disguise. 
If 


•there is one thing that medical men 
of all schools arc agreed upon,, it is 
that, we eat too much. If with the re- 
duced activity of our digestive sys- 
tems in high temperatures our appe- 
'tltes were augmented, trouble would 
1-e sure to ensue; but nature meets 
the situation not only with a decline 
of. appetite " but also'with a repug- 
ranee for the more Indigestible varie- 
ties of food. Tho mere fact that ex- 
treme heat Impels us to eat .less at 
meals and drink more water between 
•Eieals is a positive gain. 


The most important effect of heat 


on the human body lies, ot course, in 
i:s action upon r.he slcln, tho result 
being that tho oxcretlons from the 
ssin are increased in quantity to an 
extent that sometimes reaches 24 per 
cent, above 
the average 
in 
cool 


weather.' Metchnikoff, 
one 
of 
the 


greatest biologista~ot our day, has re- 
cently pointed out that most of us 
die simply because we cannot rapidly 
enough get rid, ot the poisons 'that ac- 
cumulate In our bodies. 
According 


to his theory the hope of attaining ad- 
vanced age lies chiefly in keeping our 
excretory systems in the best possible

The 
owner of H dog should bo charged with 
the duty of keeping him where he can- 
not bo offensive or dangerous. 
Tho 


public should not be compelled to go 
about In dog-proof armor. Tho ownor 
o£ the dog should teach his canine 
pet to behavti like an honost and well- 
doing.animal; or. If this IH Impossible, 
ho should keep him chained up whoro 
ho cannot Injure others. 


Hia failure to do so should warrant 


the impounding and destruction of the 
dog by tho authorities. It. Is tho duty 
of the guardians ot thn peace to pro- 
tect the law-abiding citizen In his 
right to come, and go freely in pub- 
lic places, without molestation, by tho 
vicious doga of his neighbors.

pet snakes running -at large in the 
community, yet dogs are in n lessor 
degree dangerous, and tney cover tho 
community like a cloud ot locusts In 
Pharaoh's -time.

mal, but a vicious dog has no excuse 
for living in n civilized community un- 
less its owner keeps it in a cago Just 
as other dangerous animals are requir- 
ed, to be kept-
